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PREFACE 


The virtue of learning and studying Arabic is very superior. To highlight the 
virtue of the Arabic language, it is sufficient to note that it is the language of the Holy 
Qur’aan, the eternal miracle, which was revealed to be a way of life for mankind until the 
Hour begins and it is also the language of our beloved Nabi Muhammad (PBUH).
